The report of the Iuspector of Scbools tue} 
1905 was laid before the Legislative Council 
Inet week, It statea that excludirg $200 paid 
by Mr. Arculli towards the cost ‘of the Indian 
school, the reveuns collocted smounts to 
$9,793.50. It has boon ineroased from $922 in 
190i, or by more than ten-fold. The expenditure 
on education, including Queon'y Cillege, for the 
your was $158,677.58, being 2.28 per cont of the 
total oxponditure of the Colony, Tho estimated 
expenditure was $189,335, of which 330,657.42 
wore not spent, 

Tho pumber of schools (Government and 
grant) wan 8), an increaso of 2 over last year's 
roturn. Thoaverage attoudance was 5,323, as 
against 4,970, The proportion of pupils in the 
Uppor Grade Schools to thoss in Lower Grado 
Schools is 048,146 to 2,177.

LADY DANGEROSALY WOUNDED BY ROBBERY
